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Instructions to Authors 


Manuscripts should be sent by first class mail to 
the Editor, Journal of Infectious Diseases, 
Channing Laboratory, Boston City Hospital, 
Boston, Massachusetts 02118. Submission of a 
manuscript to the Journal is regarded as tacit 
declaration that the same material has not been 
accepted for publication elsewhere except as a 
preliminary report. Manuscripts are read by at 
least 2 reviewers and are published bearing the 
date of receipt which, as far as possible, deter- 
mines the order of publication. 

The Journal of Infectious Diseases will con- 
sider for accelerated publication brief notes or 
preliminary communications of unusual interest, 
not more than 2,000 words in length and not con- 
taining more than 2 inserts in the form of tables 
or figures. Because notes may be printed within 
as little as 2 months of time of receipt, no galley 
proofs will be sent to the authors. Correspon- 
dence is solicited and will be published at the 
discretion of, and subject to editing by, the 
Editors. 

Manuscripts should be typed on 8% x II1- 
inch paper with generous margins. All material, 
including tables and _ references, should be 
double-spaced. All pages, beginning with the 
title page, should be numbered. The original 
copy and the first carbon copy should be sub- 
mitted, each with a complete set of illustrations. 

Manuscripts should be divided into the follow- 
ing sections, appearing in this order: title page, 
introduction, methods, results, discussion, sum- 
mary, references, footnotes, tables, legends for 
figures. 

Each manuscript must have a title page con- 
taining the title, thre name(s) of the author(s), 
affiliation, acknowledgments of assistance, advice, 
and financial support, footnotes pertaining to the 
title or author(s), and a running head of not more 
than 40 letters and spaces. 

Reference numbers used in the text or tables 
should be enclosed in brackets. Numerals are 
used for all numbers except at the beginning of 
a sentence. When a work has more than 2 
authors, cite as “Smith et al.” Authors are 
referred to the Style Manual for Biological 
Journals (Conference of Biological Editors, 
Committee on Form and Style. 1964. 2d ed. 
American Institute of Biological Sciences, Wash- 
ington, D.C.) for all abbreviations with 1 excep- 
tion: the word “figure” referring to an illustration 
should not be abbreviated anywhere. When re- 
ferring to tables and figures, use lower case letters 
and arabic numerals. 

References are numbered in order of appear- 
ance and should follow the format of the Style 
Manual for Biological Journals, except that 
journal abbreviations are those given in the Jndex 


Medicus with punctuation added as in the follow- 
ing examples:

Unpublished results and personal communica- 
tions appear as parenthetical expressions in the 
body of the text and are not included in the list 
of references. Personal communications should 
be accompanied by some indication from the 
source of the acceptability of the citation. 

Tables are numbered in the order of refer- 

ence in the text. Foctnotes and accompanying ex- 
planatory material should be kept to a minimum. 
Vertical rules are not used. Capitalize only the 
first word of titles, subheadings, and side headings. 
The same data should not be shown in both a 
table and a figure except under unusual circum- 
stances. 
_ Figures are numbered in order of appearance 
in the text. Ali figures larger than 8% x 11 
inches should be photographed, printed on paper 
no larger than 842 » 11, and only the glossy 
prints submitted. 

Line drawings should be prepared with black 
drawing ink and mechanical lettering yuides. All 
lines, letters, numbers, and symbols must be 
clearly visible when reduced to the width of a 
Journal column (3 inches). 

Photographs for i:alftone cuts should be 
mounted on heavy cacdboard. The magnification 
of photomicrographs and electron micrographs 
should be given in the figure legend and, wher- 
an a micron scale placed on the figure 
itself.

Galley proof is sent directly from the printer 
to the author. Corrected proof should be returned 
to the Editorial Office within 48 hours of receipt. 
Failure to do so will be regarded as indicating ac- 
ceptability of proofs to the author. Excessive 
changes in galley proof will be charged to the 
author. A reprint order is sent with the galley 
proof and should be returned with the corrected 
proof. 

Authors are charged for tabular material or 
illustrations which are in excess of 10% of the 
entire article. 
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
